Chief of Air Service, to culminate these 
training maneuvers by sinking two obso- 
lete battleships by aerial bombardment in 
order to obtain valuable statistical data 
concerning the accuracy of various types 
of aerial bombs dropped from various al- 
titudes. The sum of $50,000 appropri- 
ated by Congress to be used for bombing 
tests against obsolete naval craft will be 
used for the most part in the transporta- 
tion of personnel and equipment to Lang- 
ley Field and Cape Hatteras for the 
bombing maneuvers against the battle- 
ships. 

It is expected that the bombing will 
take place in the latter part of August or 
the early part of September. The exact 
date they will become available is not yet 
known, but the Navy Department will be 
prepared to turn over to the Army Air 
Service about Aug. 20, the old battleships 


Virginia and New Jersey, now in Boston 
Harbor, which must be scrapped under 
the terms of the Four Power Treaty 
drawn up by the Limitation of Arma- 


ments Conference. 

The airplanes to be used during these 
txercises are Martin bombers. capable of 
arrying a load of over 2,000 pounds of 
bombs in addition to their regular military 
bad and will bomb from altitudes above 
{000 feet. For the purpose of bombing 
it higher altitudes, from 15,000 to 20,000 
fet. one flight of these airplanes will be 
uipped with superchargers, to enable 
_ to reach higher altitudes with heavy 
lads, 

In order that these battleships may be 
sink in compliance with the terms of the 
Mval Treaty, and so that they will not 

a menace to navigation, they must be 
sink in fifty fathoms of water. The fifty 
fithom curve lies fifty miles east of Cape 
Charles and about eighty miles east of 
langley Field. 

The Chief of Air Service has detailed 
Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, Asst. Chief 
of Air Service, to take charge of these 
fercises, and it is intended to establish 
headquarters for this officer at Cape Hat- 
teas. The present plan is to establish a 
sthairdrome on- Cape . Hatteras from 
which point the huge bombardment. air- 
Planes will operate against the battleships.

Fifty-Seventh Infantry, Regular Army 
Qualifies One Hundred Per Cent. 


"J A HE 57th Infantry, Col. H. A. Al- 
len, on duty at Fort William Mc- 
Kinley, Philippine Islands, has 

made one of the most remarkable records 

in small arms practice in the history of 
the Army. It completed its small arms 

record firing season for 1923 on June 8 


with 100 per cent. of its shots qualified as 
marksmen or better. Of 874 officers and 


men who fired the course, 385 passed the 
caveted 293 points; 294 made over 275, 
and the remaining 195 scored 240 points 
or more. The rest of the regiment is 
accounted for in the machine gun compa- 
nies, all three of which, by way of paren- 
tuesis, qualified 100 per cent. as marks- 
men or better with their own weapon; re- 
cruits, officers of more than fifteen years’ 
service, band, hegpitalization and detached 
service in Manil@. The record follows:

The commanding officer, Col. Allen, is 
generous in his praise of the work done 
by officers and men. Maj. Hugh Straughn 
was Officer in charge of firing, and through- 
out the season was not once absent from 
the range. Additionally, he personally 
kept an exact record of every shot fired, 
checking each nighthis scores against 
those of firing points and pits. Each or- 
ganization was required during instruc- 
tion practice to keep a consolidated record 
showing for each rifle, elevation, windage 
correction, etc., at each range, in addi- 
tion to the individual record kept in each 
man’s score book. Prior to going to the 
firing point each man was required to re- 
port to his company commander to check 
his rifle against this record. 

All the principles of rifle marksmanship 
were rigidly adhered to, particularly the 
requirement that the rifle must be fired 
without the firer knowing the exact mo- 
ment when it would be discharged. In 
this connection it is of interest to note 
that the commanding officer and eighteen 


other officers of the regiment are gradu- 
ates of the Infantry School, to whose in- 
tensive course in rifle training much of 
their interest is to be attributed. The 
remainder are officers of long and valu- 
able experience in rifle shooting. 

“The regiment,” writes Capt. W. W. 
Dick, the adjutant, “started its definite 
march upon the 100 per cent. goal and a 
world’s record for rifle firing back in early 
January. Nearly all the officers, many 
non-coms. and all the technical men spent 
that month on the department staff prob- 
lem mostly in soutiern Luzon. This ap- 
parent back-set was converted into an op- 
portunity to get under way. Col. H. A. 
Allen, commanding the regiment, left in- 
structions with Capt. Hall, who was later 
detailed on the regimental staff, to get in 
all the rifle instruction he could for men 
at the home station armed with the rifle. 

“In February the regiment took part in 
the division march to Stotsenburg with 
maneuvers in Pampanga. Upon return,

Coast Artillery 
to Have 
Regiments 


Details of Reorganization 
Plans in Hand 


r | A ENTATIVE approval hag been given 
by the Secretary of War for a regi- 
mental reorganization of the Coaet 

Artillery Corps of the Army. Further 

study of the details of the plan is now 

being worked out in the office of the Chief 





of Coast Artillery, which includes the ex-" 


pansion of the three existing anti-aircr: 
battalions, two of which are in the United 
States and one in the Philippine Depart- 
ment, and the one railway battalion in 
the Hawaiian Coast Artillery District, into 
regiments. 

Under the proposed plan, which will be 
submitted by the Chief of Coast Artillery, 
all regiments will be designated alike, viz., 
ist Coast Artillery, 51st Coast Artillery, 
62d Coast Artillery. In this reorganization 
such designations as (Ry.) and (A.A.) are 
not considered necessary and will not be 
used. The Ist Sound Ranging Batt 
and the Ist Trench Mortar Battery, whic’ 
are the only units of their kind in 
Regular Establishment, are not included 
in any of the regimentall units, and under 
the reorganization plan they will be con- 
tinued as independent or separate batteries. 

Of the seventeen regiments which are to 
be reorganized from the serially numbered 
companies now assigned to duty in the 
fixed defenses eleven are in the continental 
United States, two in the Panama Coast 
Artillery District. two in the Hawaiian 
Coast Artillery District and two in the 
Coast Defenses of Manila and Subic bays. 
Each regiment will be composed of a 
quarters battery, and either seven or ten 
lettered batteries, depending upon the 
number of existing companies 
thereto by the War Department. 

It is believed that the organization of 
the corps into regiments will be followed 
by the most desirable results in the mat- 
ter of esprit. It has been found that in 
Coast Artillery regiments and battalions 
now in existence much more satisfactory 
conditions obtain in this respect than in 
the companies assigned to duty in the fixed 
defenses. 

In case it should be desired at any time 
to withdraw troops from the fixed defenses 
for use with the Field Artillery, which was 
done during the World War, tal 
organization greatly facilitates sueh a for- 
mation. 


International Military 
Surgeon’s Congress 


‘THIRTY-FOUR nations were represent- 
ed in the second congress of the Inter- 
national Congress of Military Surgeons 
recently held at’ Rome, Italy. The main 
purpose of this international gathering of 
military medical men is to apply the les- 
sons in medicine, surgery and sanitation 
which the World War has taught. Much 
of this will be extremely valuable to the 
medical world in civilian life in peace. 

Comdr. William Seaman Bainbridge, U. 
S.N.M.R.C., represented the United States 
at the Rome sessions and returned on the 
S.S. Homeric July 26 to his home in New 
York city. Before returning to New York 
Comdr. Bainbridge also attended the In- 
ternational Surgical Congress which was 
held in London. He will give the result 
of his observations in a report to the Navy 
Department. 
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Reserve Officers’ 
Training Plans 


N elaborate system of. instruction and 

training for the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps is provided in’ the tentative form 
of the new regulations now in the hands 
of the corps area commanders for study 
and recommendations. It is the evident 
purpose of the General Staff Committee, 
which revised the regulations to open the 
way to Reserve officers for promotion to 
the higher grades. To do this, however, it 
is recognized that Reservists must take 
the proper courses of instruction. Both 
the Regular Army and the National Guard 
are to be utilized in the course of instruc- 


tion. 

Among the new features are some pro- 
visions by which Reserve officers, without 
expense to the Government other than 
equipment and the use of quarters, can 
serve with the Regular Army units. The 
correspondence courses as well as field in- 
struction and lectures are part of the sys- 
tem designed to prepare Reserve officers 
for promotion. ; 

Tentative provisions which apply to the 
instruction and training of Reserve offi- 
cers include the following: 

1. The training of Reserve officers of the 
General Assignment and Branch Assignment 
Groups will be directed by the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, or the chief of activity concerned, 
for the purpose of preparing every officer to 
function in his emergency duty. Upon the ap- 
proval of the War Department, the conduct of 
training may be placed under a corps area com- 
mander, employing the facilities available in the 
corps area. 

2. Reserve officers holding commissions in the 
National Guard and Reserve officers assigned to 
the National Guard for expansion. to war 
strength will be trained with National Guard 
units under provisions of the regulations for 
the National Guard. d 

8. The training of the Reserve officer assigned 
to a Regular Army unit will be directed towards 
making him an efficient member of the unit to 
which he is assigned. Under the direction of 
department or corps area commanders, command. 
ing officers of Regular Army units will be re- 

msible for the training of Reserve.officers as- 
signed to their units. The training will be 
conducted similarly to that outlined herein for 
the officers of the Organized Reserves. 

4. The training of officers of the Organized 
Reserves will be directed towards: 

a. (1) Individual training to keep all officers 
prepared to perform emergency duty in their 
present grades. 

(2) Individual training to prepare aspirants 
for promotion to the next higher grade. 

(3) Individual training to prepare officers for 
assignment to the General Staff Eligible List. 

b. Unit training to prepare all officers to 
function efficiently in the reception, organiza- 
tion, equipping, and training of the personnel 
assigned to their units for expansion to war 
strength. 

101. Specifications of minimum training re- 
quirements for each commissioned grade will he 
published by the War Department in accord- 
ance with the princip'es outlined in A.R. 650—. 
These specifications will serve as guides for 
the training of officers to maintain efficiency in 
Present grades or to prepare them for promotion 
to the next higher grade 

102. The following training means are avail- 


individual training: 

1. Courses of instruction at troop schools 

2. Correspondence school courses for officers 
of each branch, similar to basic course and 
specia! service school courses. 

3. Special correspondence school courses for 
each branch. 

4. Special courses at special service schools 

5. Command and General Staff course in cor- 
respondence schools based on the course of in- 
struction at the Command and General Staff 
School. 

6. Parts of the course of instruction at the 
Army War College. 

7. All courses of instruction at special and 
general service schools. 

8. Active duty with a unit of the Regular 
Army or, with the consent of the proper state 
Officials, of the National Guard for practice in 
the technique and tactics of a branch of the 
service. 

9. Duty on inactive status with a unit of 
the Regular Army, or, with the consent of the 
Proper state officials. of the National Guard. 

19. Duty as instructor at Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps. 

11. Duty. active or inactive, at special as- 
semblies of Reserve officers for individual train- 
ing in the technique or tactics of a braneh of 
the service, especially in the case of a non- 
combatant branch. 

12. Duty on various boards of officers, in 
general on inactive status. 

b. For unit training: 

1. Troop schools, camps, or other unit as- 
semblies for practical instruction, at which the 
unit participates in tactical exercises or the 
solution of other military problems involving the 
functioning of the unit. 

2. Service of a unit of Organized Reserves 
with a similar Regular Army unit, each indi- 
vidual of the Reserve unit performing duties of 

grade in the organization of the Regular 
Army to which the unit is assigned. 


Air Service Matters 


GIVE DeHaviland planes from the 88th 

Observation Squadron, Wilbur Wright 
Field, a photographic plane and two 
Vought stunting planes comprised the air 
fleet which participated in the recent dedi- 
eation exercises of the new flying field at 
Columbus, Ohio (Norton Field). The 
live planes flew in battle formation exe- 
cuting many tactical evolutions while the 
two stunting planes gave an exhibition of 
acrobatics. A number of photographs of 
the field and festivities, taken by Lt. 
Kirksey, were developed, finished, and de- 
livered to a number of the officials and 
guests before the conclusion of the events 
of the program. This was made possible 
through the 7th Photo Section, whose 
equipment was on the field for the devel- 
epment work. Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker, 
who had left Detroit earlier in the day to 
attend the dedication, was compelled to 
make a forced landing at Marion, Ohio, 
because of engine trouble. He communi- 
eated with Maj. Knerr of the 88th Squad- 
ron at Columbus and explained his diffi- 
culty, whereupon Lt. Stromme was im- 
mediately dispatched as a relief expedi-

Co. L, 23d Inf., Claims Best

21, 1923, relative to its shooting record, 
which says: 

“Insofar as we have been able to ascer- 
tain, Co. L, 23d Infantry, under command 
of Capt. Jesse R. Bowles, has made the 
best shooting record of any company in 
the Regular Army, having qualified 100 
per cent. out of the 53 men in the com- 
pany when target practice began. Twen- 
ty-six qualified as expert riflemen, 11 as 
sharpshooters and 16 as marksmen. 

“It is believed that this is the highest 
percentage of expert riflemen made in any 
rifle company of the Regular Army. 

“The company won the regimental 
‘marksmanship trophy’ for the second 
season.” 


Infantry Rifle Team 
in Record Tryout 


HE record tryout for candidates for 

the Army Infantry rifle team, being 
the seventh and last of the series, was 
held at Fort Niagara, N.Y July 24 and 
25, there being 97 competitors. Target A 
was used for all rapid fire with regular 
time allowance. 

Weather conditions: July 24, cloudy 
and hazy. 6 to 12 mile 8 o’clock wind. 
July 25, cloudy, changing to sunshine, 6 to 
8 mile wind 12 o'clock.

across. 
for inspection and gauging by company 
commanders and an oflicer of the Ord- 
nance Department. About one-third in 
each company were condemned and _ re- 
placed. 


“On April 16 the first group went to 
the range for instruction practice. After 
firing record they were succeeded by two 
subsequent groups. In each of these all 
men who consistently scored as low as 35 
out of a possible 50 at any range were 
sent for special instruction under Capt. 
I[all, a distinguished marksman. Each 
rifle was tested by him by firing. Such as 
would not stay in the four ring at 500 
yards were discarded and new rifles issued 
the men. Out of 33 men sent to this 
‘bolo’. squad on one day 27 had rifles 
that would not shoot consistently inside 
the three ring at 500 yards. Out of these 
27 men fifteen made expert riflemen, seven 
made sharpshooters and five qualified as 
marksmen. 

“Throughout instruction practice great 
eare was given sight setting. Under a 
rule fixed no man was allowed to change 
his sights until three shots were fired at 
the original setting. From the center of 
the group thus formed sights would then 
be changed into the bull’s eye. 

“Handsome trophies were offered for 
high score by companies in rifle, pistol 
and machine gun fire, while the regimental 
general efficiency trophy, a large nara 
wood plaque, emblazoned with the coat of 
arms in silver and enamel, was offered to 
the company making the greatest improve- 
ment over last year’s record. There were 
additional prizes offered in the battalions 
and numerous smaller prizes to individuals. 

“It is a matter of further pride to the 
organization that our sister regiment in 
the brigade, the 45th Infantry. previously 
qualified this season with 99.3 per cent. 
as marksmen or better. losing but six men 
in the entire outfit. This remarkable rec- 
ord was made by them although but few 
days intervened between the return from 
the division maneuvers and their march- 
ing to a range. With this experience back 
of us, predictions are frequent that an- 
other season: will advance the 100 per cent. 
qualification to the entire 25d Infantry 
Brigade.” 


Automatic .45 Pistol 
Modified for U.S. Army 


AFTER a series of tests made by the 
Cavalry Board and the Ordnance De- 
partment, the War Department has ap- 
proved four principal changes which will 
be incorporated in the future manufacture 
of the Army .45 automatic pistols. More 
or less complaint has been lodged against 
the design of the automatic, the main ob- 
jection raised being that the weapon 
was awkward to handle. Another stamp 
of disapproval made against the .45 was 
that it was of such a design that it was 
topheavy, which gave it a tendency to 
shoot low. 
The four changes which will be made in 
the future production of the pistol are: 
1. Clearance for finger on right hand 
side of receiver. 2. Extension of the stock 
or grip to the rear. 3. An extension of 
the grip safety. to protect the hands from 
contact with the hammer in its retracted 
position. 4. Narrowing of the trigger. 
Economy in all government expenditures 
will prevent the above mentioned modifi- 
cations being made on the pistol which is 
now issued to troops. ‘The new features 
will be incorporated only on new manu- 
factured matériel and the new models will 
be issued only as the old ones become un-

Importance of 
Naval Engineering 


UPPORTED by statements of Adm. 


Eberle, Chief of Naval Operations, 
and Adm. Coontz, the new commander. 
in-chief of the United States “leet, 


Rear Adm. John K. Robison, Chief of the 
Sureau of Engineering, made a_ strong 
presentation of the importance of engi- 
neering to line officers before the graduat- 
ing class of the Naval War College. He 
declared the time for worry over the engi- 
neering situation in the Navy has passed, 
so far as engineering is concerned. He 
based this statement upon the policy un- 
der which the admirals have recognized 
engineering as an essential part of the 
line officers’ curriculum as target prae- 
tice. The Chief of the Bureau of Engi- 
neering declared that the only officers jp 
the Navy that will be called upon to worry 
in the future are those who do not know 
engineering, for it will have the same bad 
effect upon the officer’s official career as 
a deficiency in target practice. It ig 
now recognized as part of the professional 
equipment of a line officer. 

Adm. Eberle, in speaking of the recent 
combined maneuvers wherein he _ com- 
manded the Battle Fleet, said that it would 
have been impossible to take that fleet of 
about seventy vessels on the trip to Pan- 
ama and back without the continuous en- 
gineering trials and overhaul periods with 
which preparation for the trip had been 
accomplished. He added, “Practical engi- 
neering is as much the job of the line of 
the Navy as are the weapons of the fleet's 
striking power,” and stated that this was 
the pre-eminent lesson to be gained from 
the combined maneuvers. 

Adm. Coontz, the new commander-in- 
chief of the United States Fleet, said of 
engineering: “The Navy, of course, ap- 
preciates the strength of Napoleon’s max- 
im that ‘an army travels on its belly’ 
The application of this aphorism to the 
Navy of to-day is found in the fact that 
fuel oil is to the fleet what food is to 
men.” 


Submarine Seaplane 
Being Developed by Navy 


DEVELOPED and designed by the 

Navy, a submarine seaplane which is 
stated to be the smallest plane of its type 
in the world was given its trial tests July 
27 at the naval air station at Anacostia, 
D.C. The Cox-Klemin Company of Gar- 
den City, L.I., N.Y., are producing these 
planes in quantities, a number of them 
being temporarily stored at the air station 
at Hampton Roads, Va., pending actual 
use on board submarines. An _ all-metal 
plane of similar size and for the same pur- 
poses is being developed by the Glenn 
Martin Company of Cleveland, and it is 


understood will be placed in submarine 
duty in the near future. The tests at 
Anacostia are being conducted by It.

_When_ fully assembled and ready for 
flight, the longest over-all dimension of 
these planes measures but eighteen feet, 


and their total weight, including the three 
cylinder 60-horsepower engine, is about 
1,000 pounds. 

As space on a submarine has always 
been at a premium, this “aerial mosquito” 
is of such construction that it can be 
taken apart in small unit sections, and 
stowed in extremely small space when the 
submarine is under water. When the sub- 
marine commander desires to send out an 
air scout or observer, the plane can be 
assembled in a few minutes for flight. In 
commenting upon this new creation, Rear 
Adm. William A. Moffett, Chief of the 
dureau of Aeronautics, said: 

“The production of this plane is_fur- 
ther evidence that the United States Navy 
is pressing with energy the policy of ade- 
quate protection in the air for the fleet, 4 
policy which foresees and takes full cog- 
nizance of the enormous importance of 
aviation in defense measures as well as 10 
every other walk of life. 

“Aviation is the ‘sixth sense’ of the 
Navy,” in the words of Adm. Moffett. 
“And the Navy intends to develop and 
cultivate this new means for maintaining 
its efficiency in order that it may keep 
up an effective sea force equal to the best 
in the world, under the Limitation of 
Armament Treaty.”

THE THREE “AGES” OF SHOEMAKING

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Special Washington Service News Letter 


LTHOUGH representatives of the 

Staff Corps have been holding daily 

sessions for the past three weeks, 
the new staff promotion bill will not be 
ready for submission to the Secretary of 
the Navy before September. It promises 
to be quite a lengthy bill, as it has been 
found that in working out a running mate 
scheme to meet conditions of selection for 
promotion it is necessary to deal with a 
great many conditions that will develop in 
putting it into effect. 

Selection every year necessarily makes 
changes in running mates. It is an ex- 
ception when running mates go up together 
under the selection system. As a conse- 
quence it is neecssary to write provisions 
in the bill which will provide for a change 
of running mates when officers are select- 
ed out for promotion each year. Great 
care is being taken in the writing of the 
memorandum for these provisions so that 
the principle of the equalization of pro- 
motion in the Navy, or rather opportunity 
for promotion, can be carried out. 

It has also been found necessary to in- 
corporate in the bill some amendments to 
the Pay act provisions applying to the 
Staff corps. * Under the proposed plan, 
the flow of promotions in the Staff corps 
will be the same that it is in the line. 
Therefore, some exceptions in the Pay act 
for the Staff corps will be eliminated. 
Otherwise, there would be discrimination 
in the Pay act in favor of staff officers. 

In the conferences the representatives of 
the Staff corps are evincing a desire to 
establish a most harmonious relation with 
the line. They are endeavoring to im- 
press upon the authorities in the Navy 
Department that they are not asking for 
any more promotion or opportunity for 
promotion than the line. The proposition 
to repeal provisions of the Pay bill which 
under the proposed system of promotion 
would discriminate in favor of the staff 
came from a staff officer that would have 
personally enjoyed this advantage in the 
rate of pay. 

- staff officer 
said: 

“The general principle proposed by 
Comdr. Woods is sound. Nobody can ob- 
ject to it, as the line will not lose any- 
thing and the staff will gain that to which 
they have been entitled for years in the 
way of opportunity for promotion. This 
would solidify the Navy behind any per- 
sonnel legislation that would be proposed, 
as all would be affected alike. The estab- 
lishment of this principle is so important 
that we must go to Congress with a per- 
fectly logical and reasonable bill. We 
must sacrifice individual interests if need 
be to establish a principle that will event- 
ually give everybody a square deal.”

Navy Promotions 


HE selections for promotion made by 

the Coontz board and approved by the 
President will take care of the present 
vacancies and it is estimated will fill the 
vacancies up to June, 1924. They will 
result in a number of changes in high 
commands which it is expected will be 
announced in the near future.

Training Naval Reserve 


At a conference of. the officers on duty 
in Naval Operations it was decided to 
send out a letter dealing with the policy 
of the Department in training Naval Re- 
serves. This year the commandants of 
the naval districts will be urged to ar- 
range trips at convenient periods of fif- 
teen days for ships of the Regular Navy. 
The Department expresses the belief that 
cruising vessels should be utilized and that 
battleships, scout cruisers and destroyers 
are the most desirable for this duty. 
According to preliminary reports, this 
policy is already being pursued on the 
west coast. A more elaborate scheme for 
the training of Reservists will be devel- 
oped for next year. 


Navy Construction Program 


HE addition of three mine-laying sub- 

marines to the recommendations which 
will be sent to Congress by the Navy De- 
partment is regarded in well informed cir- 
eles as one of the effects of the ratifica- 
tion of the Arms Treaty by France. The 
conditions under which France ratified 
the treaty remove the limitation on sub- 
marine construction and repudiated the 
Root resolution. Although the naval au- 
thorities are silent on the subject, it is 
known that France’s attitude on the sub- 
marine question will enlarge the program 
of the great naval powers for undersea 
construction. 

The new construction that the Navy 
Department will ask for at the approach- 
ing session now consists of eight 10,000- 
ton scout cruisers, four river gunboats, 
six submarines, of which three are fleet 
submarines and three are of the mine- 
laying type. 

There is also a great deal of discussion 
of the airplane carrier question. Under 
the treaty Great Britain and the United 
States are limited to 135,000 tons of air- 
plane carriers above 10,000 tons rating. 
The converted battle cruisers will absorb 
all but 65,000 tons of this allowance under 
the treaty. The question natuarlly arises 
whether it would be advisable to build 
large airplane carriers of the tonnage of 
the converted scout cruisers or build 
smaller ships. It is understood that the 
authorities are inclined to smaller carriers. 

In this: connection: attention has been 
called to the fact that no limitation has 
been placed on airplane carriers of 10, 
tons or smaller. Their recent experience 
with scout cruisers has demonstrated that 
high speed afloat can be attained by 7,500- 
ton warships. It has been suggested that 
the adoption of a 10,000-ton type airplane 
carrier with a 35-knot speed might solve 
the problem better than larger ships. In 
the organization of the fleet this would en-

able the commander of the fleet to make 
a better distribution of his air force, it is 
urged, than to have all of his airplanes 
aboard larger ships. 

It is possible that some recommenda- 
tions for a program of airplane carriers 
may be added to the Administration’s rec- 
ommendations to Congress. 


Making the Army Budget 


‘THE Legislative Council of the War 

Department, which is functioning ac- 
tively in shaping the budget for the Army, 
will on Sept. 1 take under consideration 
a great mass of propositions for new legis- 
lation. Up to this writing sixty-five pro- 
posals or bills have been forwarded from 


‘branches and bureaus and are now on file 


with Lt. Col. James H. Bryson, who is 
acting as secretary of the council. 

Under the law and regulations, the Leg- 
islative Council consists of Maj. Gen. John 
L. Hines, Deputy Chief of Staff; Brig. 
Gen. C. H. Martin, G-1, G.S.; Col. Wil- 
liam K. Naylor, G-2, G.S.; Maj. Gen. 
William Lassiter, G-3, G.S.; Brig. Gen. 
Dennis E. Nolan, G-4, G.S.; Brig. Gen. 
Briant H. Wells, G-5, G.S.; Brig. Gen. 
Kenzie W. Walker, Chief of Finance and 
budget officer, War Department, and Col. 
Edward A. Kreger, J.A.G.D. 

Ever since the President and Gen. Lord 
have outlined the policy of the Adminis- 
tration on the budget the Legislative 
Council has held almost daily sessions. 
So far no consideration has been given by 
the council to any proposition for military 
legislation and nothing will be done until 


September. 
A TOTAL of about thirty line and staff 
officers composed of Chemical Warfare 
Service, Infantry, Cavalry, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps officers, will report for instruc- 
tion at Edgewood Arsenal, Md., on Sept.

Seydel, C.W.S., has reported to Edgewood 
Arsenal for duty as technical director. 
Maj. James W. Lyon, C.W.S., who has 
been on duty with the Organized Reserves 
at Buffalo, N.Y., will be assigned to duty 
as executive officer of Edgewood Arsenal, 
relieving Maj. Owen R. Meredith, who 
will leave shortly for Fort Benning to 
take the advanced course at the Infantry 
School. 


NNOUNCEMENT was made at the 

War Department on July 27 that the 
daylight flight across the continent, which 
was twice attempted by 1st Lt. Russell L. 
Maughan, Air Ser., U.S.A., both of which 
ended in failure due to mechanical break- 
downs, will be postponed until some time 
next year, especially as the days have 
grown so much shorter. 


FOR the second consecutive year the In- 

fantry rifle team of the Regular Army 
will be unable to participate in the New 
Jersey state rifle tournament at Sea’ Girt, 
due to the lack of federal funds. The ex- 
ecutive officer of the tournament has ex- 
tended an invitation to the Infantry team 
to compete and the team deeply regrets it 
cannot accept this invitation to compete. 
Funds for this purpose were requested 
from the War Department by the Infan- 
try, but the request was disapproved by 
G-4 of the War Department General Staff. 
Efforts are being made to secure author- 
ity to send individual members of the 
team to Sea Girt providing they will bear 
their own expenses. This was done in a 
number of cases last year, and it is be- 
lieved that it will be approved for this 
year. 


‘THE following telegram was sent by The 
Adjutant General of the Army to each 
corps area and department commander on 
July 27: “Advise Reserve offiecrs and en- 
listed Reservists of their privilege to ap- 
ply for U.S. Government insurance while 
on active duty. Personnel officer will sup- 
ply application forms. If forms are not 
available, applications may be made in 
writing to the Veterans’ Bureau, properly 
attested. specifying amount and kind of 
insurance and name of beneficiary.” 


T develops that the General Staff and 
its branches for over a year have been 
preparing for the test mobilization 

of the Army of the United States. And 
yet the mobilization referred to by Gen. 


. Pershing in his speech to the National 


Council of Reserve officers will not’ take 
place until a year from next September. 
It is regarded of the greatest importance, 
as it is believed that it will show any weak- 
ness that may exist in the plan for the 
Army of the United States as worked out 
under the National Defense act. 

The first test mobilization will consist 
only of the reporting of the members of 
the National Guard and Organized Re- 
serves at the headquarters of the various 
units. The order will be gotten out some 
time before the mobilization is to take 
place. That is the plan that will be fol- 
lowed in the first test of mobilization. In 
subsequent mobilizations it is 
that the order for mobilization will be 
flashed out from Washington without 
warning. 

This mobilization will be really the be- 
ginning of a system for the mobilization 
of the Regular Army, National Guard and 
Organized Reserves. They will occur an- 
nually and from year to year as the new 
system develops the mobilization will be- 
come of greater importance and nearer to 
the movement that would occur in the 
event of war. There will be no exercises 
at the first test other than that of report- 
ing of the different units at their head- 
quarters. 


Eventually, of course, there will be ~ 


joint demonstrations by the Regular Army 
and National Guard. The Organized Re- 
serves, or rather the officers on duty with 
the Organized Reserves, may participate 
as observers. By some it is thought that 
the test mobilization will be a com - 
tively small beginning of greater thi 
for the Army of the United States. 


Air Service Program 


ESTIMATES for a $25,000,000 Army 
Air Service program fér next year 
have been approved by Maj. Gen. 
Patrick, Chief of the Air-®ervice. Fur- 
thermore, it is stated that Gen. Patrick 
will urge very strongly the incorporation 
of this amount in the War Department 
budget. 

Compared with the activities of France 
and England in building up an Air Force, 
it is contended that Gen Patrick’s recom- 
mendations are very conservative. This 
amount is the minimum if the Army Air

Service is to be strengthened by gradual — 


and careful development. Of this amount 
$15,000,000 will be needed for new equip- 
ment and operating expenses.

It is stated that the General Staff, in 
its study of the subject, has le an esti- 
mate that calls for approximately 2,500 


airplanes for the peace strength of the Air 


Foree. This force should be available im- 
mediately upon the outbreak of hostilities. 
Such a force would call for the mainte- 
nance of the Air Service at a strength of 
4,000 officers, 2,500 flying cadets and 25,- 
000 enlisted men. Seneg 
Gen. Patrick, it is believed, will be in 
a very strong position when he goes before 
Congress. Even with the small force now 
maintained and the scarcity of funds, the 
Army Air Service has to its credit many 
notable achievements during the past two 
or three years. It has been working un- 
ceasingly on: immense projects of estab- 
lishing airways throughout the country 
and thus deing the pioneer work for com- 
mercial aviation. It has even co-opera’ 
with the Agricultural Department in fight- 
ing the pests that attack vegetation 
forests.

U.S. Navy to Take Part 
in Olympic Games, 1924 


‘THE eighth of the Olympic Games will 

be held in Paris, France, in the sum- 
mer of 1924. The Secretary of the Navy 
has given emphatic endorsement to the 
participation of the Navy in these games. 
The training division of the Bureau of 
Navigation has been assigned to plan and 
prepare for the participation of the Ser- 
vice in them. 

The Bureau of Navigation requests that 
the commanders-in-chief of all fleets and 
squadrons and commandants of all naval 
districts and commanding officers of all 
Marine Corps detachments hold elimina- 
tion meets as early in 1924 as is consist- 
ent with proper preparation. As a result 
of these meets the candidates who are con- 
sidered fit to try out for the American 
Olympic team will be assembled as long 
as possible before the final tryouts are 
held at some place on the Atlantic coast 
for their final training. 

It is the opinion of the Department that 
many of the athletes in the Navy, espe- 
cially in boxing, can be classed as pro- 
fessionals. Since the status of an ama- 
teur is one most jealously guarded by the 
Olympic Committee, there should be not 
the slighest doubt as to a candidate’s ama- 
teur standing. 

The hearty co-operation of all officers, 
midshipmen and enlisted men is urged in 
stimulating the interest of the Service in 
order to make the Navy's representation 
in the next Olympic Games a complete 
success,

HE American naval pilots who ‘have

ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF THE 
NAVY ROOSEVELT on July 26 
flew from New York to the Naval War 
College at Newport, R.I., and back. The 
trip was made to deliver addresses before 
the Naval War College and to the officers 
ahd personnel of the Air Force of the 
Seouting Fleet assembled on the U.S.S. 
Wright. The flight was made in an F-5-L 
flying boat in charge of Lt. A. P. Snody, 
junior aid to Capt. W. R. Gherardi, com- 
mandant of the Air Force. In his talk 
on the Wright the Assistant Secretary 
commended the Air Force for its splendid 
flying record and assured the fliers that 
the Navy Department would do its level 
best to obtain sufficient support for avia- 
tion to assure its proper development. 


T. RUTLEDGE IRVINE, U.S.N., flew 

a new Curtiss-Navy- twin pontoon racer 
of 450 horsepower over a 4.26-mile course 
on Long Island Sound, near Port Wash- 
ington, and is credited with a speed of 
175.3 miles an hour, which breaks the 
world’s seaplane record. The previous in- 
ternational seaplane record was established 
last August by Pilot Baird of the British 
service at Naples in a 450-horsepower 
super-marine plane. The plane used by 
Lt. Irvine is one of three seaplanes which 
will be entered by the Navy in the inter- 
national seaplane races for the Schneider 
trophy off the Isle of Cowes on Sept. 30. 


HE U.S. Marines at their sea-going 

school at Norfolk, Va., are familiar 
with some nautical terms and can quote 
the nomenclature of steamer or oil burner 
from bow to stern. But when an exam- 
iner asked them recently to name the seven 
masts of a sailing vessel only a few could 
recall the names off-hand. Fore, main, 
mizzen, pusher, driver, jigger and spanker 
are the names of the masts in order, run- 
ning fore and aft, of a seven-masted ship. 
Some authorities give them the names of 
forecastle, fore, main, mizzen, -jigger, 
spanker or driver and aftermasts. Others 
compromise by naming them from bow to 
stern after the days of the week, begin- 
ning with Sunday. 


HE U.S.S. Delaware, Capt. R. W. Mc- 

Neely, on July 14 was at Greenock, 
Scotland, where the officers and men had 
been given opportunity to make visits to 
interesting places. “The Naval Academy 
Practice Squadron was welcomed to Scot- 
land by two British light cruisers, the 
Danae and the Dauntless, sent to Greenock 
by the British Admiralty to be the offi- 
cial naval reception,” says The Little Blue 
Hen, published aboard the Delaware. 
“Aboard were a good many Limey mid- 
shipmen, and from all indications they 
seem to lead a much more free-and-easy 
existence than the average American mid. 
We are fascinatedd by the Scotch side- 
wheelers that ply up and down the lower 
Clyde. These swift and trim ‘craft surely 
can make the necessary knots. Pleasant 
excursions can be made from Prince’s Pier 
every day of the week to Glasgow, Loch 
Fyne, Kyles of Bute, Loch Eck and In- 
verary. The crew of the Delaware were 
mustered July 8 to witness the presenta- 
tion of medals to the Delaware race boat 
crew that won the British Challenge Cup, 
better known as the Battenburg Cup. In 
a brief but effective talk Capt. McNeely 
spoke to us of the value of athletics to 
the individual person and especially to 
one in the Navy.” 


APT. R. H. LEIGH, U.S.N., acting 

Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, an- 
nounces under date of July 26 that up to 
that date insufficient requests have been 
received from enlisted men to appear for 
the examination for warrant rank to be 
held Aug. 20, 1923, and it is requested 
that this matter be again brought to the 
attention of all enlisted men who are eligi- 
ble to take this examination. At the pres- 
ent time there are still vacancies as fol- 
lows: Gunner (radio), 58; gunner (elec- 
trical), 29; gunner (ordnance), 72; phar- 
macist, 17. 


LTHOUGH orders have been issued by 

which Adm. S. A. Anderson, U.S.N., 
upon being relieved of the command of the 
Asiatic Fleet shall report to the Secretary 
of the Navy, no announcement has been 
made as to his duties in the Department. 
It is generally assumed that he will go on 
the General Board, although his orders do 
not state. Adm. Washington is on his 
way to relieve Adm. Anderson. 


HE U.S.S. Colorado, according to the 

present plans, will be placed in com- 
mission on Aug. 30, while the date of 
commissioning the Cincinnati is fixed for 
Oct. 1. The U.S.S. Galveston has been 
ordered to New York Sept. 1 for two 
weeks’ leave and recreation before sailing 
for Charleston to go out of commission. 


The U.S.S. Tulsa will be placed in com- 
mission at Charleston with the Galveston’s 
crew. 


National Guard Notes 


A RECENT statement issued at Wash- 

ington announced that Brig. Gen. 
Quincy A. Gillmore, O.R.C., had been 
granted federal recognition and had been 
assigned to command the 7th Infantry Bri- 
gade, 44th Division. This announced as- 
signment is evidently an error, as the 87th 
Infantry Brigade is under command of 
Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, N.Y.N.G., of 
New York city. It is composed of the 
165th and 171st regiments of Infantry. 
Gen. Gillmore commands the 57th Infantry 
Brigade of the 44th Division. 


Six general officers of the National 
Guard received Federal recognition by 
the War Department on July 27.

SOME interesting practice at a kite tar- 

get, towed at the end of a 2,000-foot 
line, was made at Camp Alexander Ham- 
ilton at Yaphank, N.Y., July 27, with a 
Christie anti-aircraft gun by members of 
the 62d. Anti-aircraft Artillery, in a demon- 
stration before Maj. Gen. . Co5v, 
Chief of Coast Artillery, Brig. Gen. Hugh 
A. Drum, commanding the 2d Coast Artil- 
lery District, and officers of the 212th Ar- 
tillery, N.Y.N.G. Although the 15-foot 
bull’s-eye escaped without a direct hit, sev- 
eral fragments lodged in the target by 
bursts of exploding shells testified to the 
Artillerymen’s tenacious pursuit of the fly- 
ing mark. This method of target prac- 
tice has been perfected by the 62d Anti- 
aircraft Artillery in conjunction with the 
Army Air Service at Mitchel Field. Col. 
Charles H. Hilton, commanding the Arrtil- 
lery regiment, and Maj. Junius Jones, 
squadron commander at Mitchel Field, 
who have conducted a series of tests with 
plane-towed targets, declare that methods 
— in use have obviated all danger to the 
pilot.

No Obligation Incurred 
by Asking Opinions 


THE plan of the AkRMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL lately announced of creating “a 
claims department” with specially recom- 
mended attorneys engaged for the giving 
of advice to Service people on matters of 
pay has not been intended to carry the 
suggestion of a desire for exclusive ser- 
bce in derogation of others already in the 
eld. 
The offer of Ansell & Bailey to give 
preliminary opinions upon such Service 
claims as may be referred to them by this 
paper for such opinion was accepted with- 
out the creation of any financial obliga- 
tion on the part of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL or of those who may submit their 
claims through this paper for an opinion 
as to their merits. If the claimant wishes 
his case taken up in the courts, however, 
then the matter of financial obligation is 
one of special arrangements to be made be- 
tween him and the attorneys to whom he 
may give his case. 


Appreciation of 
Claims Department 


XPRESSIONS of appreciation of the 

ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL’S claims de- 
partment are coming from not only in but 
out of the Services. It is being recog- 
nized that more is involved than the 
amount represented by the claims in this 
effort of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
to secure justice for the men who are de- 
voting their lives to the service of their 
country. 

An ex-Service man, one who sees the 
importance of this work, writes: “I wish 
to thank you as an ex-Service man for the 
effort you are making to overcome the in- 
jury that is being done to the Services and 
to the entire national defense by an ob- 
structionist with very narrow views.” 

Another correspondent in the following 
language expresses the belief that all Ser- 
vice people will appreciate the claims de- 
partment: 

“Your establishment of the claims de- 
partment as an effective agency for secur- 
ing to the members of the Services through 
the professional aid of a firm of competent 
attorneys the pay and allowances which 
Congress apparently granted them, but of 
which they nevertheless are being deprived, 
merits the appreciation and gratitude of 
all Service people.” 

An old subscriber gives his views in the 
following : 

“In a recent issue of your paper, to 
which I have subscribed for twelve years, 
I was pleased to note that by an arrange- 
ment with competent attorneys you are 
giving practical assistance to officers in 
the collection of rental allowances of 
which they feel they have been unjustly 
deprived. I am sure that all officers of 
the Services will appreciate your aid and 
thank you for it.” 

Speaking for a meeting of officers which 
was held at a post to discuss the subject, 
a correspondent said: 

“Referring to the co-operation you are 
secking with Messrs. Ansell & Bailey, to 
the end of establishing through them the 
justification of. certain Service claims 
which the Comptroller General has de- 
nied, we are sure that we voice the senti- 
ment of the entire Service when we ex- 
press to you our appreciation for the kind 
steps you have taken towards the suppres- 
sion of the distress caused throughout the 
Service by one who has misinterpreted the 
kind intentions of the laws.” 

Among the comments that have been 
made on the Washington letter which ex- 
posed the plans of certain alleged econo- 
mists in Congress to use the Comptroller's 
office virtually to repeal the Pay act, the 
following is quoted: 

“The Service letter of the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL for July 7, 1923, is about 
the spiciest thing I have ever seen in print 
about the political ‘economist’ in Con- 
gress. Just think—a Comptroller ruling 
head of the Navy ” 

In sending in to the ARMy AND NAVY 
JOURNAL requests for advice on claims 
officers are inclined to give insufficient 
data. It is better to err on the side of 
including irrelevant matter than to run 
the risk of omitting facts essential to a 
dependable legal conclusion. Any fact 
that touches or may reasonably be thought 
to touch upon the claim should be included 
and doubt as to the relevancy of any fact 
should be sufficient reason for including 
it in the statement submitted. 

The claimant should state fully his own 
views and reasons as to the merits of his 
claim, and should give with particularity, 
as far as he knows or understands, the 
reasons assigned for denying the claim. 
It is highly important that all official cor- 
respondence should be included in the 
statement of facts. 

It has been found that those who have 
followed the outline previously published 
in the ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL on rental 
allowances have usually submitted all the 
facts necessary for an opinion This 
statement is therefore republished below:

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Comptroller’s Decisions 
Contrary to Mandate of Law 


‘HE Comptroller’s decision on the ren- 
tal allowance made public this week at 
Treasury Department destroys the 
plain mandate of law. according to the 
opinion of Ansell and Bailey. Ansell and 
tailey curiously enough gave this opinion 
in a reply to a letter from an officer who 
made a request to the ARMy AND NAvy 
JouRNAL’S claims department. 

Attention is called to the fact that the

Comptroller attempts to create two classes 
of leaves of absence. One is designated as 
a “regular” while the other is a “techni- 
cal” leave. This would be humorous if it 
were not so serious, and is another illus- 
tration of the length to which the Comp- 
troller is willing to go to deprive the 
Services of their legal allowances. Inci- 
dentally, the Comptroller assumes the au- 
thority to decide when an officer is dis- 
charged. 





OPINION OF ANSELL AND BAILEY: 
RENTAL ALLOWANCE CASE. 


We have yours of July 28 in which you re- 


quest our views upon the decision of the de- 
partment denying you rental allowance ‘while 
on leave. 

As we understand the facts, you were en- 


gaged in the performance of your regular duty 
when, in view of your contemplated discharge 
under the act of June 30, 1922, providing for 
the reduction of the Army, you were granted 
accrued leave of absence for two months, at the 
expiration of which you were discharged; and 
that prior to going on said leave you were in 
receipt of rental allowance at your regular sta- 
tion. 

The departmental denial of rental allowance 
for the leave period is in compliance with a 
decision of the Comptroller General, which seems 
to us to be entirely wrong for reasons which 
we will briefly point out. The decision holds 
that the status of an officer on leave of ab- 
sence accrued and granted under these circum- 
stancgs is not a status of leave but is indeed 
the status of discharge. To our mind the state- 
ment of the proposition sufficiently demonstrates 
its fallacy. In the decision an. attempt is first 
made to distinguish between what is therein de- 
nominated as “regular’’ leave and as “technical” 
leave. Nowhere in any act of Congress or in 
any regulation relating to the Services, so far 
as we can discover, can any such distinction 
be found, and in reason none such can exist. 
Such a status must necessarily be a status of 
leave or not. That this must be so is recog- 
nized by the decision itself, for, notwithstanding 
the distinction which it invents only in the 
same breath to abandon it, the decision finally 
finds its basis in holding as a matter of law 
that the status was not one of leave at all but 
was a status of discharge. That is to say, you 
were not discharged at the expiration of the 
leave as the President purported to discharge 
you, but, according to the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, you were discharged at the beginning of 
the leave. The implications of such a ruling 
obviously affect not only incidents of office and 
the constitutional and statutory power of the 
Commander-in-Chief, but the whole question of 


military jurisdiction during the leave period. 
If the status were one of discharge and not 
leave, then by that token you were a civilian 


unaffected by any incidents of office or by mili- 
tary power of any kind. 

In our judgment, not only is 
fallacious in the respects mentioned, 
destroys the plain mandate of the statute. The 
statute says: “The rental allowance shall ac- 
crue while the officer is on leave of absence.”

Airplane Flights from 
the U.S.S. Langley 


OME interesting flights were made from 

the U.S. Navy aircraft carrier Lang- 
ley in the Hudson river off 96th street, 
New York city, during the week ending 
July 28. The flights of July 27 were 
witnessed by Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Roosevelt. 

Flights were made daily from the Lang- 
ley, which visualized the operation of air- 
craft in battle. From the flying deck, 484 
feet long and 65 feet wide, a squadron of 
Vought-Wright planes were sent off in 
simulation of scouts that search the seas 
for a radius of 500 miles; fighting craft 
that combat similar enemy fighters for the 
control of the air; observation planes 
which correct and direct by radio the gun- 
fre of surface craft; bombers carrying ex- 
plosives and torpedo planes to Jaunch 
their weapons under cover of smoke 
Screens laid’ from the air. 

Operations were under the direction of 
Capt. S. H. R. Doyle, commander of the 
langley, and Comdr. Kenneth Whiting, 
executive officer, who is the second oldest 
pilot in point of service in naval aviation. 
The Langley has a capacity of some 25 
or 30 planes of fighting type set up and 
Storage space for 100 knocked down. 

“The type of ship which is considered 
Most essential to any fleet in order to in- 
sure the control of the air,” Capt. Doyle 
said, “is the aircraft carrier. The United 
States should build at once at least two 
10,000-ton carriers, with as high speed as 
Possible in order that they may be de- 
veloped when there is sufficient time for 
experiment and practice. It is not be- 
lieved that Government funds could be 
more judiciously expended than to devote 
them to this purpose, as the most effective 
Means of warfare is always, in the end, 
the most economical.” 


DIGEST OF COMPTROLLER GENERAL’S 
DECISIONS. 


(1) In the case of an officer of the Army 
who was in receipt of rental allowance at his 
regular station and who availed himself of an 
accumulated leave of absence granted him in 
view of and terminating in his discharge under 
the provisions of the act of June 30, 1922, 
for the reduction of the commissioned personnel 
. the Army, Acting Comptroller General Ginn 
ield— 

(a) That since such a status contemplating 
no return to duty such as follows a regular 
leave of absence was not a regular but only a 
technical leave status, was in fact the status 
of discharged from the service, the officer was 
not entitled to rental allowance during such 
leave period. 

(b) That the department order directing the 
officer on or before.the expiration of his leave 
to report to Governors Island for discharge was 
not a competent order, in that the necessity for 
the travel was not stated and certified to by 
the issuing officer, and consequently did not 
entitle claimant to mileage. 

(c) That the transportation of his household 
goods from his regular station to his home must 
be borne by the officer since the change from 
last duty station to home is not a permanent 
change of station. (July 21, 1923.) 

(2) Held, upon review, that a Reserve nurse 
who served in the military forces during the 
interim April 6, 1917, to November 11, 1919, 
and was relieved from active duty under hon- 
orable conditions subsequent to Feb. 14, 1919, 
and whose claim for the $60 gratuity had been 
disallowed on the ground that the relief from 
active duty was not at the expiration of the 
term of service in which serving on Feb. 14, 
1919, when the gratuity statute became law, 
was entitled to said war gratuity. (July 20, 
1923.) 

(3) Held, that a man who on July 1, 1922, 
was changed from seaman 2d class to bugler 
2d class and continued to hold his grade or 
rating—that of the general classification of ‘“‘non- 
rated men 2d class’—is entitled, under the 
saving clause of Sec. 15, act of June 10, 1922, 
during his enlistment current on June 30, 1922, 
to the total of his pay and allowances as com- 
puted under said saving clause if greater than 
the total thereof as computed under the act of 
June 10, 1922, apart from said clause. (July 
24, 1923.) 

(4) A chief pharmacist of the Navy claimed 
that under the act of June 10, 1922, he was 
entitled to the pay and allowances of a second 
lieutenant of the Marine Corps. in the second 
pay period with over fifteen years’ ‘service, by 
virtue of the act of March 3, 1899, which pro- 
vides that certain commissioned warrant officers 
shall have the pay and allowances of a second 
lieutenant in the Marine Corps: Held, that the 
act of June 10, 1922, provides specifically and 
exclusively that commissioned warrant officers 
shall be entitled to the pay of the second pay 
period upon six years of commissioned service 
and that the provisions of the act of March

Counting National Guard 
Service for Longevity 


BILL that is designed to give all 

emergency officers of the World War 
the same rights as to credit for former Na- 
tional Guard service towards longevity, 
and which it is intended to lay before the 
68th Congress in December next, will be 
presented to the National Convention of 
American Legion for endorsement. The 
text of the proposed bill follows: 


An act to provide longevity pay for officers and 
enlisted men other than the Regular Army, 
serving under orders of the War Department. 
Be it enacted, ete., That officers and enlisted 

men of the forces of the Army of the United 

States other than the Regular Army who have 

had service in National Guard and Organized 

Militia of any state, territory, or the District 

of Columbia, but who have entered the service 

in the forces of the Army of the United States 
during the World War, otherwise than through 
draft, under the provisions of Sec. 111 of the 
act of June 3, 1916, known as the Nationa) 

Defense act, shall be upon the same footing as 

to pay and allowances as members of said forces 

who were drafted under the provision of said 
section, from the dates of their respective com- 

missions or enlistments, instead as of July 9, 

1918, as set forth in W.D. Bulletin 43, dated 

July 22, 1918, and shall from the beginning 

of said duty at any time since April 6, 1917, 

receive the same pay and allowances as Regular 

Army officer or enlisted man having the same 

rank, grade and length of service, and the prior 

service of said officers and enlisted men in the 

National Guard and the Organized Militia shall 

be counted in ascertaining his right under this 

proviso, from the dates of their respective com- 
missions and enlistments. 


Accepted Applicants 
for C.M.T.C. 34,500 


CCORDING to figures prepared in the 
War Department as of July 28, ac- 
cepted applicants for a course of training 
in the Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
totaled 34,500 young men. The camp in 
the 3d Corps Area has already been con- 
cluded, those in the 5th, 8th and 9th Corps 
Areas opened the past week, while the 
camps in the remaining five corps areas 
will not start their actual instruction un- 
til the present week. Based upon an es- 
timated. cost of the training per individual, 
Congress appropriated $2,000,000 for this 
purpose, which was calculated to provide 
summer training for slightly over 28,000 
young men. The War Departmen, by 
means of enforced economy, stretched this 
figure so that 30,000 men could be ac- 
commodated at this summer’s camps. 
The reports reaching the Department 
show that the youths residing in the 2d, 
4th and 5th Corps Areas are the most anx- 
ious to take this training, while the de- 
mand for training was smallest in the 1st 
Corps Area. Approximately 15,000 of the 
applicants came from the first three corps 
areas, which is 50 per cent, of the total 
number for which the appropriation was 
made. The 2d Corps Area is composed of 
New York, New Jersey and Delaware; 
the 5th Corps Area includes Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Kentucky and West Virginia, while 
the 4th Corps Area includes the states of 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Tennessee, Mississippi 
and Louisiana.

6 E have been told many times, and 
from many sources,” says a state- 


ment from the office of The Adjutant Gen-. 


eral of Georgia, “that the War Depart- 
ment and the Militia Bureau are very de- 
sirous of co-operating in every possible 
way to assist in the development of the 
National Guard. In fact positive orders 
for such cooperation have been issued by 
the War Department. Now here are two 
shining examples of such co-operation, 
from which ‘Good Lord, deliver us’: 

“On Dec. 11. of last year, Col. H. D. 
Russell of the 122d Infantry was ap- 
pointed brigadier general of the 59th In- 
fantry Brigade, in compliance with au- 
thority of the Militia Bureau. On Jan. 8 
he passed his examination before a board 
of officers, and his Federal recognition was 
requested. Despite all efforts of the state 
authorities, including two visits in per- 
son to Washington by The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, such recognition has never been ex- 
tended; the reason put forth for the de- 
lay being the selection of certain members 
of the general’s staff. In accordance with 
state law, when Gen. Russell accepted his 
commission, a vacancy was created for 
colonel of the 122d Infantry, and the lieu- 
tenant colonel of the regiment was elected 
thereto. The office of lieutenant colonel, 
thus vacated, was also filled by election, 
and so on down the line. Federal recogni- 
tion of all these officers has been held up 
now for many months, and their position 
is very embarrassing, and the morale of 
the regiment is being impaired thereby. 

On Jan. 23, 1923, Col. R. J. Travis of 
the 118th Field Artilfery was appointed 
brigadier general of the 55th Field Artil- 
lery Brigade, in accordance with the allo- 
cation of troops made by higher authority. 
Owing to delays not originating in this 
state, his examination was not held until 
June 18, on which date he passed success- 
fully, and his Federal recognition was re- 
quested on June 19, but evidently this ap- 
pointment must follow the Russell prece- 
dent and be allowed to mildew with age 
before action can be had. We would re- 
spectfully suggest that the powers that be 
either shoot or put down the gun. 


Competitive Examinations 
for Navy Line Ensigns 


PURSUANT to the provisions of the act 

of March 3, 1901, as amended, the Bu- 
reau of Navigation of the Navy Depart- 
ment’ is contemplating the holding of a 
competitive examination about Nov. 15 of 
chief boatswains, chief gunners, chief ma- 
chinists, boatswains, gunners and machin- 
ists who are candidates for appointments 
as ensigns in the Line. 

The act provides for twelve appoint- 
ments each year from among warrant offi- 
cers who are under 35 years of age, have 
four years of service as warrant officers 
and are recommended by their command- 
ing officers under whom they Itave served. 
Candidates desiring to submit their appli- 
cations should do so prior to Sept. 15, as 
any received after that date will not be 
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carried by one airplane, so the Chemical 
Warfare Service states, to lay a smoke 
screen about 1,000 feet deep and approxi- 
mately three miles long. A demonstra- 
tion will, therefore, be conducted during 
these exercises to determine the feasibility 
of bombardment airplanes choosing their 
own altitudes gp Beliverine an attack 
against naval ¢ by maneuvering under 
cover of such a smoke screen. 

The employment of such smoke screens 
would have to be made on the assump- 
tion that the attacking Air Force has con- 
trol of the air and is, therefore, able to 
maneuver, hampered only by anti-aircraft 
fire from naval vessels.

particularly flying officers in the Air Ser- 
vice and the lack of equipment will not 

rmit the Bombardment Group operat- 
ing at full strength.

Two Martin bombers are at present 
equipped with tank and nozzle apparatus 
for spraying purposes. Recent tests with 
smoke clouds conducted at Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Ground, Md., sprayed from an air- 
plane indicates a possible tactical use of 
smoke screens employed by airplanes in 
connection with the bombardment of bat- 
tleships.

CCORDING to Bulletin No. 1, issued 

by the team captain of the U.S. In- 
fantry rifle team at Fort Niagara, N.Y., 
the teams representing Infantry regiments 
in the 9th Corps Area, in competition with 
other Infantry teams in the Regimental 
and Provisional Team Match, finished as 
follows: No. 5, 30th Infantry, score 548; 
No. 11, 4th Infantry, score 544; No. 14, 
7th Infantry, score 543; No. 19, 38th In- 
fantry, score 538. Thirty teams took part 
in the competition. 


HE members of the 30th Infantry wore 

the new regimental insignia for the 
first time on Organization Day July 15. 
The new coat of arms was designed by 
Capt. John McBride, 30th Inf., who has 
made a special study of heraldry. The in- 
signia of the 3d Division in the &pper left 
corner signifies that the regiment was a 
part of that division during the World 
War. The chevron pushed back at the 
center signifiés the part that the regiment 
played in pushing back the greatest Ger- 
man offensive at the second battle of the 
Marne. The Croix de Guerre indicates 
the citation of the regiment by the French 
general, Petain, as the “Rock of the 
Marne.” The boar’s head being a promi- 
nent feature of German crests and coats 
of arms, the boars on the insignia denote 
the part the regiment played in the Army 
of Occupation. To be worn by officers on 
service uniform on upper portion of the 
shoulder loup of coat; on the front of the 
service hat midway between band and 
crease ; on white uniform same as on ser- 
vice coat; on mess jacket on both lapels 
above line of miniature ribbons. By en- 
listed personnel on service uniform on both 
sides of the collar, three-fourths of an 
inch behind.the bronze circular discs; on 
the front of the service hat midway be- 
tween band and crease. Regimental offi- 
cers and men celebrated Organization Day 
at Del Monte, Calif., where the regiment 
is on duty in connection with summer 





training camps being held in that vicinity. 


THE office of the Chief of Infantry is 

compiling a list of photographs of Army 
posts and camps. These photographs were 
taken by the Air Service and it is be- 
lieved that this is the first attempt to com- 
pile views of our Army stations. Al- 
though this work has been going on for 
the past six months, it will take consider- 
able time before the collection of photo- 
graphs is complete. Views from the Phil- 
ippine Islands were received just recently. 


PPROVAL has been given by the War 

Department for the testing of the 
Army blanket in an effort to develop one 
of new texture that will stand up under 
field service. In all probability the In- 
fantry, Field Artillery and Cavairy boards 
will conduct blanket tests and report their 
findings to the War Department. The 
Quartermaster General has had a quantity 
of blankets made .up for these tests, which 
will be considered in conjunction with the 
present issued blanket. In conducting 
their tests the different boards will con- 
sider warmth, durability, dimensions, 
maximum allowance of weight, quality, 
method of fabrication and finish. 


"THE Quartermaster General has been 

directed to ship a new design of escort 
wagon manufactured at the Jeffersonville 
Depot, Jetfersonville, Ind., to the Infantry 
Board and one to the Cavalry Division for 
field tests. 


Naval Air Matters 


IX a recent letter to all fleet units and 
air stations, the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics calls to the attention of officers con- 
cerned that the most rigid economy must 
be maintained in all air operations and 
that routine maintenance must be cut to 
the bone. A difficult problem confronts 
commanding officers who are charged with 
this work, as it must be borne in mind 
that the 1924 appropriation is slightly 
less than that for 1923, and at the same 
time naval air activities are on the in- 
crease. Money must also be found to op- 
erate the ZR-1 and ZR-3, which will be 
placed in active commission shortly. The 
bureau’s letter to the fleet also says: 


Nine planes of the air squadrons, Bat- 
tle Fleet, on July 20, took off from San 
Diego, Calif., for Camp Lewis, Wash., via 
Crissy Field. In addition to these planes, 
three more of these battle planes will be 
ordered to Sand Point, Wash., where they 
will remain stationed till September. 


The MS submarine planes, which will 
be the first of their type placed on sub- 
marine service on the eastern seaboard, 
are now being shipped by the Glenn Mar- 
tin Company, Cleveland, Ohio. This par- 
ticular type of plane will be used for ob- 
servation and scouting work and will be 
attached to submarines. One of the planes 
will be shipped to the naval air station at 
Anacostia, D.C., and five will go to the 
air station at Hampton Roads, Va. The 
latter five planes in all probability will 
be placed in active service immediately. 


It is stated at the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics that the new Navy airship, the ZR-1, 
which has been in course of construction 
at Lakehurst, N.J., for some time, will be 
ready for her shed tests on Aug. 1. In 
these tests, the ship will be inflated with 
helium, the crew will be at their proper 
stations as if in actual flight, and the en- 
gines will be running. Four of the six 
power cars and the control car are now 
in position, and the other two power cars 
will be installed shortly. A number of 
such tests are being planned so that all 
possible strains can be placed upon the 
giant ‘ship before her first actual flight is 
made. 

Lt. Comdr. H. B. Cecil, U.S.N., on 
July 16 and 17, inspected the Naval Re- 
serve aviation unit at Fort Hamilton, N. 
Y., and he was greatly pleased with their 
work and the enthusiasm with which the 
members of the unit entered into all the 
air activities at this station. 


The Bureau of Aeronautics is desirous 
of impressing upon the commanding offi- 
cers of the stations concerned, that their 
reports be forwarded to the bureau with- 
out delay. The bureau states that con- 
siderable delay has been caused due to the 
fact that these necessary reports have not 
reached the Departmnt. As much of the 
data contained in these station reports 
must be included in the annual report to 
the Secretary of the Navy, it is hoped 
that commanding officers concerned will 
expedite this matter. 


Orders have been issued to Lt. George 
R. Pond, U.S.N.R.F., and Chief Mach. 
Mate Wayne L. Carlton, which will as- 
sign them to duty in Boston for training 
the Naval Reserve aviation unit stationed 
here. For the past three months, Lt. 
Pond has been stationed at Anacostia, D. 
C., where he has been performing all kinds 
of flying duty. 


Refresher Course 
at Infantry School 


LANS for conducting a refresher course 

at the Infantry School some time dur- 
ing the coming fall are now being consid- 
ered by the Chief of Infantry. Careful 
thought will be given to the question of 
economy of mileage funds and to the best 
interests of the Infantry organizations 
from which the field officers who compose 
the class may be drawn. ‘The class will 
be of moderate size. 

It is stated that the office of the Chief 
of Infantry will be glad to receive applica- 
tions from field officers who may desire to 
attend this refresher course. At the pres- 
ent time the period from Oct. 15 to Dee, 
20 seems to be the one most likely for 
holding the course. It is anticipated that 
general officers also will attend.

BEF!G. GEN. EDMUND WITTEN- 
MYER, U.S.A., who has been retired 
from active service upon his own request, 
after more than forty years’ service, to 
take effect Aug. 9, 1923, is the holder of 
the D.S.M., awarded for exceptionally 
meritorious and distinguished services 
during the World War. At that time he 
held the temporary rank of major geD- 
eral and the citation of the award says: 
“He served with marked distinction as 
brigade commander in the Argonne-Meuse 
offensive and as division commander in the 
final operations in the Toul sector, and in 
both capacities, by his untiring efforts and 
breadth of vision, proved himself to be at 
able leader.” Gen. Wittenmyer was born 
in Ohio, April 25, 1862, and is a gradu- 
ate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1877, when 
he was assigned to the 9th Infantry. 
Among numerous other duties, Gel 
Wittenmyer, as a first lieutenant, serv 
with the 15th Infantry at Huntsville, Ala., 
and in Cuba to January, 1899, and went 
to the Philippines with that regiment ™ 
July, 1900. He took part in the China 
Relief Expedition under Gen. Chaffee, and 
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was adjutant general of the 2d Brigade of 
that force and was also in 
Co. D, 15th Inf. 

He was detailed to the Pay Depart- 
ment in 1901, and subsequently served at 

various posts in the Philippines and in 
the United States. He was assigned to 
the 5th Infantry in December, 1905, and 
went to Cuba for duty. He was assigned 
to duty with the civil government of Cuba 
from Jan. 5, 1907, to January 28, 1909, 
and during that period he also served as 
Governor of Matanzas province, and was 
in charge of armed forces of Cuba in the 
province of Matanzas and Santa Clara. 
He served as a member of the General 
Staff Corps, and was again ordered to 
Cuba as the military adviser of its presi- 
dent. He was also military attaché in 
Havana in addition to his duties as mili- 
tary adviser. 

During the World War, Gen. Witten- 
myer was in command of the 153d Infan- 
try Brigade in training behind the British 
lines in the Calais sector, May 4 to June 
7. 1918. He also served in the Baccarat 
sector and the Vesle sector, and then took 


the offensive, advancing across Vesle to 
the Aisne river. He served in the Ar- 
gonne sector at La Ahaladie, Sept. 21, 
and held this sector to Sept. 26, the day 


of the Allied offensive. He took part in 
the Argonne-Meuse operations Sept. 26 to 
Oct. 15, after which his brigade was or- 
dered back for replacement and rest. He 
was assigned to the command of the 7th 
Division of the Regular Army, and as- 
sumed command on Oct. 26 and com- 
manded the division in the defensive in 
the Puvenell sector, between Thiaucourt 
and Pont-a-Mousson. 


OL. JOHN W: JOYES, Ord. Dept., U. 

S.A., was appointed Assistant Chief of 
Ordnancewith rank of brigadier general 
on July 30, succeeding to the vacancy 
caused by the death of Brig. Gen. W. S. 
Peirce, Ord. Dept. Gen. Joyes was born in 
New York, April 17, 1870, and was gradu- 
ated from the U.S.M.A.. in the class of 
1894. when he was assigned to the 5th 
Artillery. He was appointed in the Ord- 
nance Department as a first lieutenant in 
1897, and reached the grade of colonel in 
1917. His last post of duty was at Gov- 
ernors Island, N.Y. He will be succeeded 
as 0.0. of the 2d Corps Area by Col.

C.M.T.C. STUDENTS EFFECTIVELY 
TRAINED BY 34TH INFANTRY. 


The 34th Infantry has again added to its 
laurels. This time the C.M.T.C. students have 
upheld the best traditions of the regiment. 

In the organization of the O.M.T. camp at 
Camp Meade the students were formed into 
companies corresponding to the Regular com- 
panies of the regiment. The Regular organi- 
zations were designated as ‘‘parent compa- 
nies’’ and that they proved good parents can 
be seen from a perusal of the table shown on 
the last page. 

With only four mornings of preliminary 
practice on the rifle marksmanship steps, and 
with but six days’ instruction practice and 
two days’ record practice on the range itself, 
the C.M.T.C. boys of the 34th Infantry made 
a grand regimental average of qualification of 
78.46 per cent. This is considered remark- 
able in view of the fact that this record was 
made by students pursuing the Basic Red 
course, in other words, boys who had had no 
previous military training. It was hoped, at 
the most, that only 50 per cent. of these boys 
would qualify, so that the final percentage 
obtained is considered excellent. This per- 


centage leads all C.M.T.C. organizations in 
Camp Meade, and it is believed that it is a 
record for C.M.T.C. organizations in the en- 


tire Army which will be difficult to excel. 

One of the most brilliant accomplishments 
of the range work was a record made by the 
students attached to Co. C. Of the 112 men 
who fired, every man qualified. There were 
103 sharpshooters and nine marksmen. 

In addition to making such a fine showing 
on the target range, the M.T.C. students 
attached to the 34th Infantry won honors in 
several other activities. Co. OC, Capt. Archie 
K. Rupert commanding, was selected by a 
board of officers as the best company of In- 
fantry at Camp Meade. 

In athletics the 34th Infantry, O©.M.T.C. 
carried off high honors in two track and field 
meets held at the stadium, The first meet, in 
which only C.M.T.C. students from the entire 
camp were entered, was won by the 34th In- 
of which 


fantry, with a total of 74 points, 

Co. G, Capt. Eubert H. Malone commanding, 
secured 45 points. Of this number, Student 
Louis M. Judd of Co. G@ scored 22 points, 


being the high point winner of the meet. 

At the second field meet, held on July 18, 
a dual track and field meet between the C.M. 
T.C. and R.O.T.C. for the camp championship 
of Camp Meade, the O©.M.T.C. boys of the 
34th Infantry again shone brilliantly. A\l- 
though competing against college men, the 
young boys made a gallant fight, winning a 
total of 33 points out of 46 points made by 
all the C.M.T.C, students, Of these 33 points, 
Co. G, 34th Infantry, led the field with a 
total of 261-3 points, of which number Stu- 
dent Judd scored 18 points. This total made 


Judd the high point winner of the entire 
meet, his closest competitor in points being 
another ©.M.T.C. student, who scored 10 
points. 


As a fitting climax to this excellent record 
of the month’s C.M.T. camp, Student Russel 
S. Meikle, Co. G, 34th Infantry, won the $200 
radio set offered by the Radio Corporation of 
America, as the best radio man among the 
C.M.T.C. students. 

It is believed that these new laurels gained 
by the students of the O.M.T. camp, assigned 
to the 34th Infantry, but further prove that 
the 34th is a regiment that is ‘‘up and doing’’ 
at all times. Col. Henry S. Wagner, com- 
manding the regiment, is now asking everyone 
if a commanding officer can ask anything 
more from his regiment. 


CAMP DEVENS B.0.T.C. CAMP. 


The 1923 R.O.T.C. camp at Camp Devens 
came to a close July 25 after a very success- 
ful six weeks of instruction. Eleven different 
schools and colleges and fifteen different 
states were represented, there being 215 stu- 
dents present. 

The course in rifle marksmanship extended 
over a period of two weeks, under the di- 
rection of Capt. Joseph L. Ready, Inf., a re- 
cent graduate of the Infantry School. Of the 
211 that fired Course A, 109 qualified as ex- 
pert riflemen, sharpshooters or marksmen. The 
two high scores were made by Vernon H. 
Somers, University of Maine, 312, and N. M. 
Purple, Connecticut Agricultural College, 303. 
The fact that 52 per cent. of the students 
qualified is considered exceptionally good, in 
view of the fact that only two days’ prelimi- 
nary instruction was given. 

In the pistol marksmanship course, under 
the direction of 1st Lt. F. P. Tompkins, out 
of 155 who fired, 32 qualified as expert pistol 
shots, sharpshooters or marksmen. 

The tactical department, under the direction 
of Capt. Frank B. Lammons, Inf., gave an 
exceptionally interesting and beneficial course, 
culminating in a two-day maneuver. The one 
night’s camp on this maneuver proved to be 
very enjoyable, notwithstanding the fact that 
almost every kind of conceivable weather was 
experienced—summer heat, freezing cold, sun- 
shine and rain. A band concert, a trip to a 
nearby summer resort and a huge camp fire 
Retpes to offset the bad weather conditions. 

ecreation was given a very prominent 
place. Each week-end scores of students were 
taken by motor trucks to places of historical 
and educational interest within a radius of 
50 miles of Camp Devens. A dance was held 
on each of these trips, as well as a weekly 
hop at the camp recreation hall. 

Organized athletics, consisting of well- 
known organized games, such as _ baseball, 
basketball, volley ball and tennis, were played. 
Baseball, volley ball and indoor baseball 
leagues were organized and inter-platoon com- 
petitions in these games were carried out with 
the following results: The 1st Platoon won 
the R.O.T.C. baseball and indoor baseball 
championship, and the 4th Platoon won the 
R.O.T.C. volley ball championship. 


Swimming was received with a great deal 
of enthusiasm, The classes were divided into 
two groups, swimmers and non-swimmers. The 
non-swimmers received fundamental instruc- 
tion in swimming, while the swimmers re- 
ceived instruction in life-saving. The swim- 
ming area (Hell Pond), with its picturesque 
surroundings, proved to be a very popular 
rendezvous for R.O.T.C. students. 

The Engineer students gave an excellent 
practical demonstration during the maneuvers, 
when they were called upon to construct a 
pontoon bridge to enable the Infantry to cross 
the Nashua River after the regular bridge had 
been theoretically destroyed. 

The Cavalry platoon, consisting of students 
from Norwich University and Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, acted as escort of honor 
for Secretary of War John W. Weeks and the 
Chief of Infantry, Maj. Gen. Charles S. Farns- 
worth, on their inspection tour of Camp Dev- 


ens. 
Maj. Gen, André W. Brewster, commanding 
the ist Corps Area, presented the athletic 


prizes and medals for proficiency at the final 
review July 24. Among those present were 
Brig. Gen. Malvern-Hill Barnum, the com- 
manding officer, Camp Devens; Dean Everett 
W. Lord of Boston University and Mayor Mc- 
Guiness of Gloucester, Mass. The excellent 
spirit, neatness, precision and soldierly bear- 
ing of the student body at the final review were 
commented on by all present. 

Maj. Paul W. Baade, Inf. (D.0.L.), who 
has just completed his four-year detail at Bos- 
ton University as professor of military science 
and tactics, and who has been detailed to 
attend the Command and Staff School at Fort 
Leavenworth, was the camp commander.

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Soldiers Reviled at Briarcliff 
Dinner 

UMEROUS “Law —Not War” 

meetings and dinners were held 

during the week of July 28 
throughout the United States under the 
auspices of the National Council for the 
Prevention of War, but naturally none of 
the speakers could advance or suggest any 
practical measures as to how “law” could 
be made effective without “force” behind it, 
or how universal peace could be assured. 

As an example of the unjust and shame- 
ful expressions made by some of the speak- 
ers against the right of the United States 
to defend itself, the Westchester county 
“Law—Not War” dinner, held on July 28 
at Briarcliff Manor, N.Y., and presided 
over by Maj. Gen. John F. O’Ryan_ of 
New York, late commander of the 27th 
Division, was a good example. 

Some 400 guests, many of them well 
known, were present at this dinner. Mr. 
Everett Colby, one of the speakers, in the 
course of his remarks made the assertion 
that “there were 10,000,000 men murdered 
fin the World War.” 

At the end of the regular speeches one 
man of red blood, and a good American, 
arose and took issue with the remarks 
made by Mr. Colby. He was Col. Charles 
Francis Bates, U.S.A., retired, who said: 

“In the name of 40,000 American dead 
fn France, I want to protest against the 
gtatement of Mr. Everett Colby when he 
says, “There were 10,000,000 men mur- 
dered in the World War.’ If those men 
were murdered, our men helped murder 
them. Right in this same connection, 

lease consider the following: A woman 
n Boston in the name of ‘No More War’ 
propaganda, thus spoke recently to a Reg- 
ular officer in uniform, ‘There soon will 
be no more war. You hired murderers 
will then have to take off your uniforms 
and do an honest day’s work.’ 

“IT talked to a young Yale man this 
morning, a veteran of the World War,” 
continued Col. Bates. “He says we need, 
in his judgment, preparedness as never be- 
fore. He was badly wounded in France, 
where he went as a volunteer before Amer- 
ica entered the war. He has forty shrap- 
nel wounds on his back, serious wounds 
in his neck, one arm nearly paralyzed and 
one foot shot away except the heel. If our 
young men who have thus suffered can 
still believe in and call for organized pre- 
paredness, we should at least do nothing 
to make our young soldiers feel less pride 
in the achievement that was theirs in the 
greatest and most just war of history.” 

Gen. O’Ryan, at the end of the above 
remarks, said in part: “Col. Bates has 
just cause to complain of the Boston wom- 
an’s statements. If I thought anyone in 
this audience believed that our soldiers 
were murderers I would not be here.” 

The opinions of Mr. Colby and the Bos- 
ton woman, that our soldiers defending the 


homes of the people of the United States 
are murderers, is unfortunately spreading 
under the vicious and unpatriotic propa- 
ganda of such societies as the one men- 
tioned above. Under their belief, George 
Washington and all the Continental troops, 
fighting for the liberty of the United States, 
were murderers. 

The shame of it is that there were not 
enough patriotic Americans among the 
prominent “gentlemen” and “ladies” who 
were on the dinner and reception commit- 
tees of the Westchester county “Law— 
Not War” dinner to show their indigna- 
tion at the foul and uncalled for slurs cast 
on American soldiers, living and dead, by 
peates a resolution roundly condemning 
them.

In these figures the Under-Secretary of 
War questions the veracity of Secretary 
Weeks, Gen. Pershing and all of the offi- 
cers who appeared before Congress at the 
last session. The annual report of the 
Secretary of War does not place the 
strength of the U.S. Army at 137,000. 
As a matter of fact, at present the Regu- 
lar Army does not have an actual strength 
of 100,000. 

The indications are that the statement 
of the Under-Secretary did not include all 
of the troops in the kingdom of Great 
Britain and excluded all others that are 
maintained throughout the empire. 

The French figures quoted include only 
those on duty at home and exclude the 
forces in Algeria, Tunis, China, 71.533; 
Morocco, 92,951; Constantinople, 6,926; 
Levant, 50.904; extraordinary missions, 
508; Saar Basin, 7,064; Control Commis- 
sions. 465: Rhine Province, 86,958, and 
Silesia, 760. The total not included in the 
statements of France’s strength was 318.,- 
771. This is almost three times the actual 
strength of the U.S. Army. 

The British regular army consists of 
165,000 men. In addition there is an all- 
British army of 71,000 men in India, while 
about 46,000 men are maintained by the 
colonies and 8,700 are paid for by the 
Colonial Office. There are also 310,000 
Indian troops, making a ‘grand total of 
soldiers under the British flag of 606,700. 

It is highly important that this mis- 
representation of the comparative strength 
of the land forces of the great powers 
should be corrected before Congress con- 
venes. The British authorities must know 
that the American pacifists will use these 
figures to fight any appropriations for the 
American Army at the next session of 
Congress. Secretary of State Hughes 
should be informed of this through the 
proper channels or someone should take 
steps to secure a correction of this state- 
ment by the British authorities. If it is 
left unchallenged or is not corrected be- 
fore Congress convenes Secretary of War 
Weeks will be called upon to combat it. 


Organization Day 
of 5th U.S. Infantry 


T. GEN. NELSON A. MILES, U.3.A., 
retired, and Maj. Gen. André W. 
Brewster, U.S.A., commander of the Ist 
Corps Area, were guests of honor at the 
Organization Day celebration of the 5th 
Infantry, U.S.A., held at Camp Devens, 
Mass., July 25, on the 109th anniversary 
of the organization of the regiment. Rain 
marred the morning review, but the base- 
ball game was played as scheduled. Gen. 
Miles, eighty-six years old and one of our 
most. distinguished officers, formerly com- 
manded the 5th Infantry on many a hard 
campaign, and he was enthusiastically re- 
ceived by the officers and men of his for- 
mer command. He arrived with Gen. 
Brewster and was met at the main gate 
by a troop of Cavalrymen and escorted to 
the Liberty theater, where a_ reception 
was held. Later they were entertained at 
luncheon at the 5th Infantry mess, where 
both addressed the gathering of more than 
200 officers of the post with their ladies. 
In the evening Gen. Miles led the grand 
march with Mrs. John S. Patrick, wife 
of the regimental supply: sergeant. Brig. 
Gen. Malvern-Hill Barnum followed with 
Mrs. Harry E. Knight as his partner, 
then Col. Knight with Mrs. Bertha G. 
Kimball, who is in eharge of the Hostess 
House. The camp gymnasium was beau- 
tifully decorated and more than 1,000 
were present. The general’s party stayed 
for several dances, when they left to at- 
tend an officers’ hope at the club. Here 
Gen. Miles, Gen. Barnum, Col. and Mrs. 
Knight received. Despite his years Gen. 
Miles was one of the most enthusiastic 
rooters at the ball game and he per- 
sisted in standing throughout the game. 
In complimenting Col. Knight on his 
command, Gen. Miles said: “Your regi- 
ment is furnishing the trained officers and 
men necessary to carry out the great pro- 
gram initiated by our.Congress for the 
mental and physical development of the 
young men of New England and their in- 
struction in the rudiments of matioal de- 
fense.” Gen. Miles also referred to the 
splendid history of the 5th, ineluding its 
gallantry in the famous battle of Lundy’s 
Lane against British troops in 1814, and 
its subsequent participation in the Mexi- 
ean, Civil, Indian and Spanish-American 
Wars, Philippine Insurrection, Boxer Re- 
bellion and World War. As an example 
of the hard campaigning the regiment had 
during its 25 years in the Indian country, 
the 5th, in 1877, marched 4,000 miles, 
captured 7,000 Indians and 1,600 animals.

213TH ART. (A.A.), PA. N.G., HOLDS 
SUCCESSFUL CAMP. 

The 213th Artillery (A.A.), Pennsylvania 
National Guard, on July 28 completed its an- 
nual two weeks of field training at the station 
of the 61st Artillery Battalion, U.S.A. (A.A.), 
at Fort Monroe, Va. It is considered to have 
been one of the most successful periods of 
training ever held there. 

This camp marked the first time that a com- 
plete National Guard Anti-aircraft regiment 
had ever been assembled there for training, 
and the results were nothing short of remark- 
able.

Batteries E, F, G and H of 
the Machine Gun Battalion were taken through 
ground firing, aerial firing at gun bursts, bal- 
loons, and finally at a target towed by an 
airplane from Langley Field. In the gun bat- 
talion, Batteries B, C and D conducted nu- 
merous day and night firing problems, and 
Battery A, manning the searchlights, conducted 
night problems, acting individually and in 
conjunction with the guns and machine guns. 
Driving and convoy instruction, communica- 
tions drill, athletics and ceremonies filled the 
remainder of the day. 

The training period culminated in a series 
of field maneuvers by the regiment as a whole, 
which went into position along an assumed 
corps front, near Grand View, Va. A prob- 
lem involving both day and night firings was 
held. The practice was in every way suc- 
cessful.

Financial Digest 


This paper will be glad te furnish te

Another week without changes in the gen- 
eral business situation has gone by. The latest 
report of car loadings was in excess of one 
million and was not far from the high record 
for all times.. The banking situation is un- 
usually strong, and there is no occasion to ex- 
pect any credit stringency for an indefinite 
period. The slight increase in borrowings 
caused by the mid-year requirements has been 
liquidated and the ratio of reserves to liabilities 
is nearly as high as at any time this year. Both 
of these indices are all right in so far as they 
go, but they do not give a key to the future. 
Car loadings indicate that railroad earnings are 
holding up through July, but the present ship- 
ment of goods is based on orders placed some 
weeks ago. Abundant credit precludes high in- 
terest rates, but it also means that business 
is not expanding to any degree that requires 
additional financing. 


Problem of German Finances. 


Little can be made out of the situation in 
Europe. Reports that are being brought back 
by prominent visitors are often divergent and 
even conflicting. Accounts of German indus- 
tries operating at capacity and the prospects 
of general starvation appear almost side by 
side in the columns of the principal newspapers. 
There can be no question, however, over the 
collapse of the currency system and no doubt 
that some drastic change in that country is im- 
minent. Whether Great Britain’s proposals will 
solve the —— time only can tell. One 
brokerage firm, at least, has gone on record as 
bullish, based upon a final clearing up of the 
German embroglio. 

Assuming that German finances are straight- 
ened out and the country replaced in the posi- 
tion of a factor in the economic world, the 
effect on other countries, and especially on 
the United States, is still doubtful. Germany 
might, under these circumst b a 
buyer of raw materials in greater quantities, 
but she will also become a competitor in the 
selling markets. 

The New York Times states that at the cur- 
rent rate of exchange foundry iron in Germany 
is priced at a little over $10 a ton, against 
the American price of $25, and steel ingots at 
about $16, against $42.50. It is reported that 
Germany lately offered steel bars for delivery at 
Gulf ports at a price of about $8 a ton below 
the Pittsburgh price. Germany has also re- 
cently offered brick to New York builders at a 
price well below the local market. A complete 
reopening of the Ruhr steel mills would not help 
the American iron and steel industry. 


Overestimating Wheat’s Importance. 

The subject of extraordinarily low prices for 
wheat has been receiving wide comment through- 
out the length and breadth of the land during 
the last month, apropos of which B. C. Forbes 
wrote illuminatingly in a recent issue of the 
New York American. While the situation of 
the wheat growers is unfortunate, the wheat 
crop forms an extremely small percentage of the 
total business of the United States and the con- 
sideration which is being given to the problem 
is out of all proportion to its importance. 
The value of the total 1922 crops was $8,961,- 
000,000, of which wheat composed $864,000,000, 
or less than 10 per cent. Add to this live 
stock, the total value of farm products in 1922, 
was $14,310,000,000, of which wheat comprised 
about 6 per cent. : 
The value of manufactured products was in 
the neighborhood of $30,000,000,000, and still 
further there were metal products, forest prod- 
ucts, ete., which makes the position occupied 
by wheat almost infinitesimal. 


Stock Operations Should Rest. 

The stockmarket continues to drift without a 
ronounced trend, although prices have recently 
en downward on a slightly increased turn- 
over. Selling, however, is not in heavy enough 
volume to indicate real liquidation, and the 
opinion of the writer is that operations are 
almost entirely professional and will continue 
so until business gives a more definite clue as 
to its future. Sharp drives in both directions 
may be looked for during the coming few weeks. 
Under present conditions it takes only moderate 
selling or buying to move the whole market 
2 or 8 points up or down. The outsider, of 
course, has no chance of foreseeing these move- 
ments, and the most advisable course is to 
mobilize his funds against a time when securities 
are patently a purchase, and let operations rest 
for the time being.

Questions having to do with military or naval 
Matters will be answered in this department as 
400n as possible after their receipt. Communica- 
tions must in all cases be signed, giving the cor- 
fect name and address of the inquirer. 


N. H. M. asks: Re-enlisted Aprii 12, 1919; 
discharged April 12, 1922. Am I entitied to 
any bonus? Re-enlisted April 13, 1922; will 
be discharged April 12, 1925. Am I entitled 
to a $90 bonus? 

Answer: Not entitled to bonus. The only 
Period in above time when a bonus.could have 
been earned was between June 4, 1920, and 
June 30, 1921. Your first re- enlistment was 
too soon, and your second too late to entitle 
you to a bonus. 


W. A. B. asks: I enlisted Jan. 23, 1922, for 
three years. Am I entitled to the $90 bonus? 

Answer: No; the bonus law was repealed 
June 20, 1921. 


ANXIOUS OLD-TIMERS.—The regulations 
for counting double time for retirement are 
found in A.R. 134, to which we refer you for 


full information. The law discontinuing the 
allowance of double time for foreign service 
was signed Aug. 24, 1912, so that in enlist- 
ments beginning after that date foreign service 
does not count double. 


Cc. A. T. AND OTHERS.—No one who en- 
listed or re-enlisted after June 30, 1921, re- 
ceives the $90 enlistment bonus provided by 
the act of June 4, 1920. The bonus law was 
wee June 30, 1921. 


J. G. asks: I was discharged in January, 
1919, at Camp Devens, and I re-enlisted in No- 
vember, 1920. When I re-enlisted it was un- 
derstood that I would receive a $90 bonus, but 
[I have never received it. Will I receive it- 
before I am cischarged or while I am in the 
Service? I re-enlisted at Fort Slocum for 
Germany, November, 1920? 

Answer: You should receive this bonus at 
time of discharge. 


R. A. K.—The 29th U.S.V. arrived in the 
P.I. Nov. 3, 1899. The 29th U.S.V. sailed for 
the U.S. March 23, 1901. The 9th Infantry 
sailed for the U.S. May 27, 1902. The 23d 
Infantry arrived in the P.I. May 27, 1903. 
The 28th Infantry arrived in Cuba Oct. 12, 
1906, The 28th Infantry ee from Cuba for 
the U.S. Jan. 1, 1909. The U.S.A.T. Hancock 
sailed from the U.S. March i, 1902, and ar- 
rived in the P.I. April 13, 1902.
